Rutland Town Report 1921 


NOTICE 

The legal voters of the town of Rutland are hereby 
warned to meet at the town hall at Center Rutland on 
Tuesday, March 1, 1921, at 10 o’clock a. m., to acton 
the following matters, namely — 

1. To see if the town will empower and authorize 
Selectmen to appoint one or two Road Commissioners. 

2. To choose all necessary officers required by law. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise money by 
tax or otherwise to pay current expenses and indebtedness 
of the town and State School, Highway and County Taxes. 

4. To see what time the several taxes shall be due 
and payable. 

5. To see what compensation the town will vote 
for Town Officers. 

6. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to secute the use of the Rutland Free Library to 
the inhabitants of the town, and if so, how much. 

7. To see what provisions the town will make for 
the higher education of the scholars of the town. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money in addition to the amount now required by law to 
take advantage of Section 4009 Public Statutes, and if so, 
how much. 

9. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money for the temporary use of the town. 

10. To see if the town will vote to have medical 
inspection of the schools of the town. 

11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate such 
proportion of $1,200.00 as the grand list of the town 
bears to the entire grand list of Rutland County toward 
paying the expenses and salary of a County Agricultural 
Inspector. This appropriation is authorized by an act of 
the legislature of 1912-13. An affirmative vote under 
this article will appropriate between $40 and $50. 

12. To transact any other necessary, legal and proper 
business.
